I 
can't understand why you would come 
here and ask for mercy. This punish- 
ment that I am about to mete out to 
you is not just—because it is not se- 
vere enough. 


"Under the law of Arkansas your 


case is a misdemeanor. I think the 
legislature ought to uinciul this law. 
H is not severe enough. Going into 
details of this cnSe after your pica of 
guilty is not necessary. 


"Under the statue I am going to as- 


sess you the maximum by fining you 
J50 for the obscenity charge, $25 for 
assault and battery and J10 for disturb- 
ing the peace."

Sun-spot activity and the magnetic 


storms they cause have an important 
hearing on everyday life, Dr. A. G. 
McNish of the Carnegie Institution of 
Washington's department of terrestrial 
megnetism .said. Successful radio and 
wire transmission dejxjnds on the elec- 
trical slate of the atmosphere over- 
head, he explained, and when mag- 
netic storms occur tho difficulties of 
both wire and wireless communication 
arc UK-reused trenieiKlously and inter- 
national broadcasts are almost impos- 
sible. 


Dr. J. H. Dellinger of the National 


Bureau of Standards reported abrupt 
fade-outs of .short wave radio com- 
munication often occur in connection 
with sunspot eruptions. 


Dr. McNish said radiation from the 


sun which cause magnetic storms ap- 
parently travels with the speed of 
light since the effects of it occur as 
.soon as the sunspots are seen. The 
time required for light to travel from 
the sun to the earth is about eight 
minutes.

near Homan, Ark. at 5:20 a. m. just 
gray dawn, on my way to Tcxarkana 
I met nnothcr auto exactly in the 
center of the pavement which is 20 
feet wide at that place. Their ma- 
chine was painted the exact color of 
the pavement or fog bank, running 
without headlights. My attention for 
the moment and not to exceed 15 sec- 
onds, was directed to a passenger train 
running alongside. 
They 
had 
full 


fourteen feet of room to meet me on 
their side of the road and pass in safty 
but instead of staying on their side 
they attempted to pass on the wrong 
side and did not make it. When I saw 
them they were right in front of me 
and I was in the middle of the pave-, 
mcnt. 1 have gone off the pavement 
onto the shoulders more than 500 
times to avoid accidents when motor- 
ists were on my side of the road in- 
stead of their own. 


Well, we met right there; two people 


were- injured; an ambulance picked 
them up and brought them to Julia 
Chester hospital in Hope where they 
were treated and cared for for some 
weeks until they were entirely well, 
then they moved to the Capital Hotel 
for a while until we effected a settle- 
ment, then they went on their way 
rejoicing, with a better auto than they 
had at first. 'Die first auto proved 
to have been borrowed and the owner 
had trouble.'to gei anything back lor 
hi.s property, but he got the auto. 


That's accident no. 1. 


August 23, 19:15 


Again, on August 23rd, 1935, at Den- 


mark, Ark., at 9:50 a. m. on a sun- 
shiny day while going to Batesville, 
Ark., traveling on highway No. 11 
where I had never been before, going 
down a moderate hill, road good, hill 
on right side of road into which the 
road is cut, a slope downward on left 
side, running at moderate speed, road 
marked as is usual with road signs by 
which travelers are expected to be 
guided as they run, 200 yards east of 
Denmark passed a road sign with ar- 
row pointing to left and the word 
"curve" on it, not .seeing any ap- 
proaching auto expecting to curve to 
left. An auto was coming from the 
right just hid by the hill and instead 
of the road curving to the left it 
takes an abrupt right-angle turn, and 
a little better, to the right, so, ex- 
pccing to curve left and finding a right 
TURN instead, momentarily threw me 
off balance and in that moment we 
hit, and I was on the other mans side 
of the road about a foot. No one was 
hurt much, a lick on the head knock- 
ed me out for about an hour, and when 
I came too I recalled the road sign as 
being wrong ami took H crowd of men 
back to show them it was wrong, 
then got a deputy sheriff that happen- 
ed to l)o at the filling station near to 
go with me five miles to get the 
highway patrolman and we brought 
him hack and showed him the sign. He 
readily admitted it was wrong and 
look it down thai day. The other 
party to this accident was from Long- 
view. Texas and had a brand new 
Chevrolet coach which was made a 
second-hand car almost instantly. My 
auto was equally as badly damaged; 
When one is motoring he approaches

he must slop, or almost, to make the 
turn safely. In this case the "turn" 
was at better than right angles and 
exactly in the opposite direction to 
that indicated by the "curve" sign. 


My lawyer, Mr. Charley Harley,

CREST IS PASSING 


Mississippi River Levees 


Hold Safely as Flood 


Goes by Memphis 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.—(/!>)—The crest o^ 


the Mississippi river's greatest flood 
pushed southward Monday with the 
main line of the levees intact, while 
from one quarter come a short note of 
criticism for "unofficial blundering" 
in connection with the valley's high- 
water battle. 


The Greenville (Miss.) Rotary club 


deplored "the reckless manner irt which 
unwarranted predictions of disaster 
had been made by a few of those 
charged with the duty of our protec- 
tion." 


Specific reference was made in the 


resolution to a Washington order sev- 
eral clays ago calling for the Army 
high command to mobilize for evacua- 
tion of as many as 500,000 residents 
within 50 miles of the Mississippi river 
from Cairo to New Orleans, if it be- 
came necessary. 


Meanwhile, engineers who arc fight- 


ing sand-boils and seepage, said Mon- 
day that conditions are steadily im- 
proving. 


Crest at Memphis 


MEMPHIS, 
Tcnn.—(/P)—A 
strong 


south wind whipped Mississippi river 
flood waters Sunday and army en- 
gineers fought to keep the levee line 
intact against dangerous wave wash. 


The wind reached a maximum, ve- 


locity of 25 miles an hour Sunday af- 
ternoon, causing a rise of approxi- 
jnatcly a tenth of a foot on ,the river's 
gauge here after an apparent crest was 
reached. 


A workers' army of 125,000 fought 


seepage and sand boils on all fronts, 
but engineers said late Sunday that 
the embankments held firm as the 
slow-moving crest of the Mississippi's 
greatest flood moved southward. 


After falling from a stage of 48.22 


feet here at 6 a. m. Sunday to 48.21 
where it remained for several hours, 
the Mississippi rose to 48.30 at 3 p. 
m,, and Meteorologist F. W. Brist at- 
tributed the rise to the wind. 
A 


virtual crest was at hand, but engi- 
neers said the river may remain near 
crest proportions for several days.

Sand-Boils at Helena 


HELENA, Ark.—(/P)—Creeping high- 


er up its levees, the Mississippi river 
reached a stage of 59.3 feet here Sun- 
day night while backwater and sand 
"boils" appeared elsewhere on Ar- 
kansas's flood map. 


The rise of the Mississippi of a little 


more than a half-foot in the past 24 
hours exceeded the mark engineers 
said they expected it to reach at crest 
time. The stream was climbing at the 
rate of slightly more than one-tenth 
of a foot every eight hours. 


Engineers said they expected the 


rise to begin to slack sharply here. 
They reported levees holding all along 
the state's eastern boundaries. 


Twenty flat bottomed scows, power- 


ed with outboard motors, were float- 
ed down the river from Memphis and 
split into two detachments to be used 
in backwater areas, if necessary to re- 
move those few persons now in the 
flooded sector. 


"Boils" Sandbagged 


Sand "boils" at Oldtown bend. 13 


miles south of here, were heavily sand- 
bagged and giving no trouble. Engi- 
neers observed closely 'boils" 
five 


miles upstream on the Mississippi .side 
near Dundee. 
They reported them 


under control but described them as 
the most treacherous between Mem- 
phis and Helena. 


Twenty thousand acres of the La- 


conia Circle was the only area juttin'4 
above backwater 
south 
of 
Elaine 


between the confluence of the White 
and Mississippi rivers. Many farm- 
er;; were re|>orted moving to higher 
ground as a precautionary measure. 


Missouri Pacific officials reported 


here the railroad had closed its sta- 
tion at Snowlakc in Laconia Circle 
and no trains were moving over thai 
line. 


Further inland the Mississippi back- 


ed up the moutlis of tributaries toward 
Crowley's Ridge where thousands of 
refugees are encamped. 


Levees Holding 


Adj. Gen. Daniel B. Byrd of the 


Arkansas National Guard made an 
aerial survey of the state's flooded 
eastern areas. He said upon hi.s re- 
turn mainline leeves were balding up 
in fine shape but backwater is cover- 
ing land near Crowley's Ridge that the 
oldest inhabitants said had never been 
under water before. 


The officer said he had been in- 


formed approximately 15U.OOO ai-ivs not 
affected by the 1927 flood were under 
water now. He praised sanitary con- 
ditions in the camps.

the coastal city at 1 p. m. Monday.

was starving and menaced by blood- 
thirsty bands within its streets. 


Capture of Malaga would mop up a 


section of the Mediterranean coast 
which tho insurgents must take, soon- 
er or later, if they dominate Spain.

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Vaccination Has Robbed Smallpox, Once Dread 


Disease, of Its Terrors 


By DR. MORRIS F1SHBEIN

Hygela, the Health Magazine. 


Of all the infectious diseases which 


attack man, those spread through dis- 
charges from the mouth and nose are 
most prevalent. The list includes not 
only such widespread diseases as tu- 
berculosis and smallpox, but also the 
common cold, pneumonia, influenza, 
and many of the contagious diseases of 
childhood. 


There was a time when the unusual 


person in any community was the one 
without smallpox scars on his face. 
Today it is rare indeed to see in any 
civilized region a person with these 
scars. He that is so disfigured is a liv- 
ing monument to his own ignorance 
or his parents' stupidity. 


Smallpox is preventable. In fact, 


vaccination against smallpox was the 
first specific method of prevention dis- 
covered. 


When Edward Jenner established, its 


usefulness by his experiments in Eng- 
land in 1796, he took the first step to- 
wards specific inoculation against dis- 
ease, a step that has led to all the spe- 
cific methods of prevention already 
mentioned in this series. 


Before use of vaccination, about five 


people of every 100 escaped smallpox, 
and about 25 per cent of these victims 
died. During the last 10 years less 
than 600,000 cases have been report- 
ed in the United States, which means 
that only one of every 200 persons had 
-the diseas#dtlring trlaftime. 


'< 
In the United States, however, there 


Is more smallpox than in any other 


T(civUized country in the world, except 
,'in British India. Most other civilized 
•countries have made vaccination so 
-compulsory they have been able to 
prevent smallpox in a way not possible 
in America. 


In vaccination against smallpox, a 


person receives an injection of vaccine 


, ,virus which sets up in him a localized 


infection of a much less serious type 


" that causes his body to develop resist- 


ance against smallpox. 


The resistance may wear off nfter a 


number of years so that it is wise for 
him to be vaccinated again after a 
reasonable interval of time. Vaccina- 
tions may protest for as long as 20 
years. 


It is customary nowadays to vaccin- 


ate a child when he is about 6 months 
old. then to vaccinate him again just 
before he enters school. 


After that, vaccination is necessary 


only when there is danger of an epi- 
demic or of exposure to smallpox, or 
whenever a person plans to travel in 
the tropics or in China, where the 
danger of smallpox is greater than in 
America. 


Every person exposed directly or in- 


directly to smallpox should be im- 
mediately vaccinated, and then vac- 
cinated again if it fails to "take." 


In the old days, vaccination was a 


serious matter. Improvement in meth- 
od and the materials used, however, 
has made it possible to vaccinate with 
a small blister that heals rapidly and 
is not likely to cause any symptom 
worse than a slight itching. 


It is important to keep the spot that 


has been vaccinated dry, cool, and 
clean. Unnecessary use of the arm 
should be avoided. The crust which 
forms on the vaccination should not 
be scraped off or rubbed with oint- 
ments. It is not well to cover the vac- 
cination with a shield or pad of any 
sort, since this would cause perspira- 
tion and macerate the skin under the 
crust. Most doctors merely see that 
the crust covering the vaccination is 
protected with a little gauze. 


During the World War, millions of 


soldiers were vaccinated and there are 
no records of any serious results. The 
slight possibility of any harm from 
vaccination compared with the serious 
danger of smallpox is so infinitesimal 
it needs hardly be mentioned.

rVPA Produces Fine Volume on Idaho 


The WPA's attempt to put unemploy- 


ed writers to work has justified itself 
ibundantly in the current publication 
of "Idaho: a Guide in Word and Pic- 
ure" (Caxton Printers: J3). 
Here is a fat book that was prepared 


)y a Federal Writers' Project in the 
'ar west. Less than $15,000 was spent 
on the book from first to last. No 
photographers were available. Such 
maps as were used had to be prepared 


a relief worker at the current se- 


curity wage of $63 a month. 


But the book is not merely a com- 


prehensive and readable guide to the 
state of Idaho, its history, its resources 
and its scenery; it is actually a bit of 
literature, worth reading for its own 
sake and reflecting vast credit on ev- 
erybody concerned. 


A good deal of this must be due to 


Vardis Fisher. The work was done 
under his direction, and most of the 
copy was written by him. And al- 
though his name does not appear on 
the title page, the book is very largely 
his book. That—if you are up on cur- 
rent literature—ought to be recom- 
mendation enough. 


The book gives a sane, intelligent 


outline of Idaho's history—its gold 
rushes, its Indian wars, its lusty pio- 
neer era, its evolution into a country 
of agricultural richness. The state has 
more things than Bill Borah, potatoes, 
and mountains to brag about, and this 
book tells what they are 


There is none of the uncritical boost- 


er spirit you might expect in this book. 
Its authors have kept their feet firmly 
on the ground. And they have pro- 
duced something which people will 
find interesting who have never been 
with 1000 miles of Idaho—and will 
probably fill them with a burning de- 
sire to visit the state at the earliest 
opportunity,

As a civilized people, however, we 
have the privilege of blowing our 
horns and sounding our cymbals when 
barbarous cruelty is inflicted on any 
living creature.

The RA has bought the 
mountain, with its 7,000-acre plateau, 
as a part of some 100,000 acres of sub- 
marginal land in Logan and Yell 
counties to be retired from agricul- 
ture. 


The mountain top will be the center 


of the recreational development, and 
the Land Utilization Division is con- 
verting the 7,000 acres into a play- 
ground as beautiful as the shape of 
the mountain is grotesque. 


The meandering black line, resem- 


bling an alimentary canal, is a brand 
new road traversing the seven-mile 
length of the mountain. Where it 
forks, one branch leads down off the 
mountain to Paris in Logan county and 
the other down to Havana in Yell 
county.

Pass Interference R u l e 


Heads Six Football 


Changes 


DETROIT, Mich—OT—An attempt 


to clarify the forward pass inter- 
ference rule, source of woe in football, 
headed six recommendations framed 
Saturday by the rules committee of 
the American Football Coaches' Asso- 
ciation. 


The committee of coaches recom- 


mended new rule phraseology empha- 
sizing that bodily contact is not of 
itself interference. 


Besides re-writing the interference 


rule, the coaches recommended a re- 
duction from 15 to five yard in the shift 
penalty, but otherwise treated the 
regulations 
mildly. 
They 
turned 


down proposals to move goal posts up 
to the goal line and to allow forward 
passing from any point behind the 
scrimmage line. 


The recommended pass interference 


rule, framed by Lieut. Gar Davidson, 
Army coach, and adopted after pro- 
longed discussion, reads virtually the 
same as the current regulation ex- 
cept for singling out body contact. 


The coaches recommended the re- 


duction of five yards of the penalty 
for players in motion after the shift. 
The committee agreed the 15-yard 
penally 
is 
"unjust discriminalion 


against one type of offense." 


The commiltee also recommended 


that teams be required to wear num- 
bers on both front and back of jerseys; 
that the offensive team be permitted 
to retain the ball when a forward 
pass strikes an ineligible man; that the 
screen pass "vicinity" and "zone" be 
more clearly defined, and that the 
downed punt no longer be regarded .as 
a "foul" though the kicking team 
still would lose possessions. 


The rules committee of the Na- 


tional Collegiate Athlelic Association 
will act on the recommendations.

about 1940 and that the recent out- 
break of sunspots had.not been unex- 
pected. A definite cycle of about 11 
years has been traced in sunspot ac- 
ticity, the exact period varying from 
nine to 13 years or longer. 


Recently however, Dr. Charles G. 


Abbot, Smithsonian Institution secre- 
tary, has traced a correlation between 
the double-sunspot cycle of about 23 
years and variations in the earth's 
weather. 


Government scientists added that 


no single spot, of record sixc had been 
recorded. The large group of spots 
which appeared late in February may 
have been mistaken for a single spot 
but was merely a collection of smaller 
ones, they added. 


Scientists say that 7'.a hours' sleep
